DEMON DEEMING. 

Ho Is Preparing Ills Autobiography In Which 
Startling Statements Are. Expected. 

MELBOURNE, May — After Deeming was 
conveyed last night from tlio court room in 
which the sentence of death had just been 
passed on him and returned to jail his 
clothing was taken from him and he was 
compelled to don the attire of convicts. He 
was then placed in tho condemned cell and 
heavy irons locked upon Ids wrists to pre- 
vent him committing suicide. There is 
scarcely a doubt that he would kill himself 
if the opportunity uffords itself. A close 
watch will be kept on him to see that he 
does not cheat the gallows. He did not ap- 
pear east down, and after a short talk with 
the wardens detailed to watch him threw 
himself upon a pallet in his coll and slept 
calmly till morning, Much interest is 
manifested in the biography Deeming is 
writing upon which be has spent touch time 
fiime he was imprisoned. It is believed the 
man's overwhelming vanity will compel him 
to confess in this work all the crimes he 
has ever committed. By appealing to the 
judicial committee of the Privy Council, 
Deeming may succeed in putting olf the 
execution for a time ; but his haste to com- 
plete his book shows that ho has little, if 
any, hope of escaping hanging. Early this 
morning he resumed the writing of his 
biography, which lie says he will bequeath 
to Miss Rouncevelt, the lady to whom he 
was engaged at the time of his arrest. He 
expressed the hope that the profits which 
she ought derive from its publication will in 
tome degree compensate her for tbe wrong 
and annoyance which ho has been the 
means of Inflicting upon her.

The "Commonweal." 

London, May 3.— Tho grand jury today 
returned true bills against Mowbray, pub- 
lisher, and Nicholls, editor, of the Anarchist 
newspaper, the Commonweal, seized laBt 
week by tho police. Tho charges against 
them are based on articles in tho Common- 
weal, inciting to tho murder of Mr. 
Matthews, Home Secretary, and Sir Henry 
Hawkins, Justice of the Queen's Bench. 
The suppression of the paper at tho time it 
was effected was most fortunate, as it pre- 
vented tho issue of a dangerously inflamma- 
tory number, which was to have been is- 
sued on May Day, and revealed its connec- 
tion with the Walsall anarchists and threw 
further light on their doings. It, in fact, 
completely broke up tho conspiracy of tho 
anarchists, so that they were ablo to make 
no show whatever on that day. 

A Prussian Oefuultrr. 

Berlin, May 2. — Herr Qraull, who com- 
bined the functions of postmaster and treas- 
urer of the Credit Advance bank at Eilau, 
West Prussia, has absconded, owing the 
postoflice 05,000 marks, and the bank 77,000 
murks. 

The Argentine Congress. 

BUENOS ArRES, May 2. — The congress 
opened to-day. A majority of the members 
are understood to approve fully of the recent 
course of the government in dealing with 
the political conspiracy. It is claimed that 
some sturtling developments have been 
made as to the motive of tho plot, and it is 
understood that the President will ask con- 
gress for further powerB to deal with such 
contingencies. 

Threatened Btilke. 
GLASGOW, May — The seamen and fire- 
men of steamships plying between hero and 
America have refused to accede to the re- 
duction of wages by the companies, and will 
strike to-morrow. 

Fmlu lias .Smallpox. 

Berlin, May — A despatch from Zanzi- 
bar to the Berliner Tagehhitt says that Dr. 
Emin is ill with smallpox. 

Formal Itutlflcntlon of the Hodns. 

London', May — It is announced that 
the convention us to the "modus Vivendi " 
in the Behring Sea affair will be formally 
ratified to-morrow. 

Dockers' Strike Collapsing. 

Swansea, May 3. — The dockers' strike 
hero is collapsing, and, to-day, many men 
returned to work. Steamers, which have 
been waiting here for cargoes, are beginning 
to load, uud hundreds of tons of tin plate, 
about to be sent to Lirerpool for shipment, 
will bo hold hero, as it is expected tint 
most of the men will go buck to work before 
tho end of the week. 

Henry Failures In Germany. 

Berlin, May 3. — Ludwig Midler & Co., 
tobacco growers and cigar makers at Mann- 
heim, have failed with liabilities of half a 
million marks. Alfred Friedlaender, the 
well-known bunker and broker of Untcr 
Den Linden, has also failed. His liabilities 
are placed at 2,500,000 marks. 

"Ornie" was not Doctored. 

London, May .'I. — Loefiler, the dentist, 
who was culled to examine the Duke of 
Westminster's horse Orme, maintains, de- 
spite the Duke's assertions, that u bud tooth 
is the eutiso of tho horse's illness. He says 
that Orme's tongue grazed the rough edges 
of tbe tooth until it became torn and poi- 
soned from contact with the decomposed 
spots. Inflammation then set in, and 
henco tho supposed poisoning. 



NEWS OF ROYALTY. 

Queen Victoria Has Returned to |En gland— 
The Czar Will Not Visit the Kaiser. 

London, May 3, — The (Jueen reached 
Windsor this afternoon. Her Majesty left 
Darmstadt by tho special train yesterday 
and proceeded to Flushing, whence sho 
crossed tho North Sea in the yucht Viotora 
and Albert to Port Victoria, which she 
reached this morning. Shu left ovor the 
Southwestern Railway to Waterloo, and 
thence by the Southwestern lino to Wind- 
sor. 

London, May 3.— It is given ^out ut St. 
Petersburg that the illness of his son, the 
Grand Duke George, will prevent the Czar 
from visiting the Emperor at Berlin. 



HA WAITS DESTINY. 

Sho Mint bo Annexed to the United States or 
Some Other Country. 

Ciiicaco, May 3.— Henry Wattcrhouse, 
of Honolulu, is at tho Palmer House, await- 
ing the arrival of ex-Prime Minister Thur- 
ston, who comes to Chicago to arrange for 
the reproduction at tho World's Fair of tho 
great Hawaiian volcano, Mauna Loa. "The 
annexation of tho Hawaiian Island to tho 
United States," said Mr. Watterhouso, "is 
inevitable. If a miracle should howover, 
lead us to decline tho opportunity, the 
islands will P romo tho property of somo 



ono -doe. It is impossible for them to con- 
tinue for ever as an independent nation. 
Tho reasons for this havo been frequently 
told. I can only add, after -10 ycarB spent 
iu Honolulu, I know fl >»t those reasonB uro 
well grounded. Tho natives want a re- 
public. The Queen, however, will hold the 
throno until death removes her from it. 
The natives havo no possiblo chance of es- 
tablishing a republic nor of preventing 
annexation when the proper time comes." 

DEEMING' S ADDRESS. 

The Prisoner Addresses tko Court and Jury, 
nnd after Sentence Asks that an Exhor- 
tation be Dispensed with. 

MELBOURNE, May 2.— During tho remarks 
of counsel for tho Crown in refutation of tho 
idea that tho accused. was insane, Deeming 
interrupted. It wus not the law but the 
press that was trying him. If he could 
bring himself to believe he committed mur- 
der ho would plead guilty rather than sub- 
mit to the gaze of the people in court, the 
ugliest faces ever seen. The witnesses 
against him hud deliberately lied. Whatever 
he could say would be disbelieved. His wit- 
nesses bud been kept out of the way ; people 
had sworn to seeing him whom ho hud never 
scon in his life. No time wus allowed him 
to communicate with witnesses in England 
and India. It wus not pleasant to confess 
to a disease, mental or otherwise, but he 
determined to do so, in justice to himself 
and the community. For weeks together 
he had suffered lapses of memory. In his 
own mind he knew he wus not guilty. As 
long as Emily Mathers had been his wife he 
had dealt with her ub gently and affection- 
ately aa it wus possiblo for any man to do. 
Deeming's counsel appealed to the jury to 
give the prisoner the benefit of any doubt as 
to his sanity. The prisoner continued: "I 
remember no incident which would lead to 
this awful crime with wdiich I urn charged. 
The statement that a body found in this city 
is that of Emilo Mathers is a lie. My one 
comfort is the knowledge that she is alive. 
Tho newspapers have ruined my life for- 
ever. If I were freed to-night, I would 
drown myself. I do not fear death. I do 
not expect justice from cither judge, jury or 
tho public. Deeming minutely criticised 
the evidence, and declared that a verdict of 
guilty would be tho greatest relief to him. 
He said aliases were a fad with him. After 
the verdict was announced Deeming asked 
the judgo to refrain from tho usual ex- 
hortation. The judgo complied, and sim- 
ply announced sentence of death. Deeming 
responded composedly, " Thank you." 
Afterward Deeming said the public would 
know his real history after his death. It 
was butter that the law should destroy him 
than that he should destroy himself. He 
concluded by swearing he was innocent. He 
spoke altogether for an hour, giving no 
signs of hesitation or nervousness, 

THE EARLDOU OF STAMFORD. 

AdTentures of a British Peer, and the Decision 
of the Lords as to His Successor. 

London, May .'{.—The House of Lords, 
sitting us a Committee on Privileges, to-duy 
decided that the cluima of William Gray to 
the Earldom of Stamford havo been sus- 
tained. Tho case terminated by this de- 
cision is ono of tho most remarkable in the 
history of tho peerage. Harry Gray, 
the eighth Earl of Stamford, and the 
predecessor of the present Earl, was 
one of tho most erratic peers in the United 
Kingdom. At tbe age of '22, he married 
Miss Susan Gray don, nnd, upon her death, 
married Miss Susan MoNumura, who died 
in 1S74. Despite his marriage, the Earl led 
an erratic life, and wus considered a con- 
summate roue. After the death of his 
second wife, ho went to South Africa and 
became intimate with Martha Sotomona, 
a negress. She bore him two 
sons. He astonished the whole 
colony, after the birth of his second son, by 
marrying the negress, and thus, according 
to the law of the colony, rendered tho two 
boys born out of wedlock legitimate. Ono 
daughter, Mary, wus born to tho couple 
after the marriage. The E irl died in 1SII0, 
nnd was succeeded to the earldom by his 
nephew, William Gray, the present bearer 
of the title. Some months ugo the sons of 
the eighth earl came from the Cape to 
London and the elder began pressing his 
cluim to the title and estate of his father. 
Both young men have lived in grand style 
here and have been familiar figures in tho 
theatre boxes and in tbe fashionable dives. 
They have run up enormous bills with 
tradesmen on the strength of their pros- 
pects and havo kept up an imposing estab- 
lishment without spending much cash. Their 
landlord, tailors and servants, it is thought, 
may now whistle for their money. The 
black Countess, Martha, and her daughter 
Mnry still livo at the Cape. Tho latter is 
a very handsome girl, of irreproachable 
character. The present Earl, whose right 
to tho titles and estates is established by 
the decision of the House of Lords by the 
exclusion of his dark-skinned relatives is 
42 years old, a graduate of Exeter College, 
Oxford, and bears besides the title of Earl 
of Stamford that of Baron Gray. 

THE MICHIGAN. 

She Is Released on Fifteen Thousand Dollar 
Bonds. 

Seattle, May .'1 — In tho United Stutcs 
court yesterday tho owners of the steam 
schooner Michigan tiled bonds in the sum of 
$15,000 and the vessel was released. It w ill 
bo remembered that the customs ollieers 
discovered .'150 pounds of opium concealed 
iu the steamer. Three charges were mado 
— ono against the opium itself, which no ono 
claims and two against the steamer, name- 
ly, for currying opium without having it 
entered upon her manifest, and for the 
opium having been found on board, If tho 
Government recovers the steutner may be- 
come responsible for the full amount of the 
bond. Tho opium is worth more than $1,000 
and, there being no claimant, will, of course, 
be sold.

The Sim Andreas Train Hobbory. 

San Andreas, CbL, May 2. — Owing to 
tbe heavy rains of Saturduy night, Sheriff 
Thorn and posse were unable to continue 
on the track of the murderer who fired into 
the San Andreas and Sheep Ranch stuge on 
Saturday morning last. J. B. Hume, 
Wells, Furgo & Co.'s detective, arrived lust 
night, and spent the early part of to-day 
with Sheriff Thorn, trying to find somo 
clue or adopt some theory upon which to 
work. They left here this afternoon, but 
their objective point is not kuown. Tho 
funeral of Miss Rodcsino, the young lady 
wdio was killed ou the stuge, took place to- 
duy at her home in Eldorado. Her uncle, 
John Rodesino, a prominent merchant of 
that place, offered a reward of $1 ,000 for 
the arrest and conviction oi the murderer. 
The driver Babe Raggio, who received two 
buckshot in his breast, and wdio now is 
lying in a dwelling-house where he was 
carried, a short distauce from the scene of 
tho tragedy, is rapidly sinking, aud his at- 
tendant physicians say that ho wdll not live 
until morning. 

A Juvenile Soldier. 

New York, May ,'{. — A London letter to 
the Tribune says that the Crown Prince wdll 
bo promoted on his tenth birthday, next 
Friday, to bo a Lieutenant, and wdll take 
part in Saturday's parade of the troops. 

I'. S. Naval Reserves. 

New York, May 3.— When tho bill to 
admit to the American Register certain fast 
trans-Atlantic steamships, pusses the Senate 
— it passed the House yesterday — tho City 
of Paris and tho City of New York wdll fly 
the Stars and Stripes, instead of the Union 
Jack. They aro the only ahips affected. 
Ninety per cent, of the stock of tho Inter- 
national Steamship Company is owned by 
the United States, and if the bill becomes 
law, the Company will build at Philadelphia 
ships of 10,000 tons. The Government may 
take the steamships bought and built under 
the bill at any time for servieo to the navy 
upon payment of a fair price. 

iu Plumage Not nu Own. 

OsiIKOSH, Wis., April 3. — A mob entered 
the harbor ahop of Frank J. Victoria, last 
evening about o'clock, and tuned 
and feathered him. For several 
weeks tbe Chicago Sunday Sun bus been 
sold in thia city.

Tho crowd were 
quiet and the police did not interfere. 

Sew Brltlsu Naval Station. 

San Francisco, May ,').— A sturtling 
story ia circulated hero that part of the 
island of Socorroco, off the coast of Mex- 
ico, and belonging to that Republic, had 
been sold to tho British Government. It 
was stated that the price paid was $100,000. 
Socorroco is not much of au island, but there 
is a good bay on it, aud it would be a first- 
clusa place for a couling station. England 
ia understood to be anxious for a coaling 
station in that part of tho world. Of 
course this fact lends color to tho story. 
At tho Mexican Consulate they say they 
have no news of Buch sale, and 
do not think that it is a probablo 
event. Said a merchant whoso advices 



keep him constantly informed concerning 
the occurrences in Mexico, yesterday. "Tho 
Diaz government would not daro mako such 
a Bale. In tho first place, they would not 
offend tho United States, as this would un- 
doubtedly do, but tho main argument 
against tho probability of tho sulo of the 
Island is that tho Mexican people are ex- 
ceedingly jealous of their land and would 
reaont the sale of a foot of it. It would 
produce much tho same effect us the salo of 
an American island would ou your people. 
The Island is one of a group near which the 
brig Tahiti was lost. It is uninhabited nnd 
covered by rugged mountains." 

ghcrmnu to itetlrc. 

Washington City, May 2.— Tho story is 
nguiu in circulation that Senator John Sher- 
man, of Ohio, will beforo many months an- 
nounce his retirement from public life. This 
determination is no new thing with the Ohio 
Senator. He decided upon this course more 
than 12 months ago. At that time he bed 
but a year and a half before the close of his 
term, and he had no desire to contest for 
re-election; but the political condition in 
Ohio last autumn was such as to make it a 
necessity for Mr. Shermaft to again offer 
himself as a candidate. 

Bombs in l.os Angeles. 

Lo.s AkoeLES, May 3. — An unknown 
man this morning threw a dynamite bomb 
in the window of a storehouse occupied by 
Russians and Italians. An explosion fol- 
lowed, considerably wrecking the building. 
The occupants of the room adjoining and 
upstairs were thrown from their beds and 
several badly stunned. The police and 
owner of the building are unable to give 
any theory for the explosion, 

II. S. Turlir Inquiry. 

WASHINGTON, D.C, May 3.— Tho sub- 
committee of the Senate committee on 
Finance, appointed to make inquiries as to 
the effects and results of the tariff upon 
trade between the United Stutcs and 
Canada, submitted its report to tho Senats, 
to-day. They report that all tho places 
visited iu this country showed increasing 
population, while on the other sido of the 
line tho population was diminishing, that 
the United States offered better markets 
and higher prices for all kind of farm pro- 
ducts and live stock than could be obtained 
in Canada, that wages were much higher 
at all points in this country than at points 
directly opposite and that work wus more 
plentiful in thia country; that all points 
visited tho residents desired tbe retention 
of all restrictions of trade between Canada 
and the United States. In discussing tho 
trade of the St. Lawrence ports, the sub- 
committee devoted somo spaco to the dis- 
crimination against vessels bound for the 
United States in the locks of tho Wetland 
canal, and suggests that a canal bo built on 
United States territory parallel to the 
Welland canal. 

Important Patent Decision. 

WASHINGTON, May 3. — Commissioner of 
Patents Simonds, to-da.y, issued a patent 
for tho Edison Telephone assigned to the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. The Bell 
Telephone patent wdll expire in May, 1892, 
and the patent issued to-ilay will run for 17 
years. The action to-day ends a long- 
standing contest. 

School Kiot. 

Philadelphia, Pa., May 3. — Because 
Principal Caskey, of the Vaughan Grammar 
School, was removed and Mr. Ballentine 
put in his place, 500 pupils revolted to-day,, 
and refuso to go into school. They gathered 
in front of the building this mornicg and 
tho air resounded with shouts of " Caskey," 
and "Doivn with Ballentine." The jani- 
tor was the first sufferer. Mr. Ballentine 
appeared, accompanied by a directors 
Alex. Adair, Rev. Dr. Huutcr and Dr. 
Down, who had decided to hold a celebra- 
tion iu honor of bis assumption of office. 
Then canio tho explosion. "Down with 
Ballentine! he's no good." "Caskey or 
nothing!" "Give us Caskey !" and similar* 
shouts wero lustily yelled by tho scholars. 
Director Adair made a speech aud received 
eggs and stones in reply. The police wero 
sent for, and the children who refused to 
come iu were driven off. In tho afternoon 
the parents of tho youngsters were appealed 
to and the children were driven into school. 

For the North Pole. 

New York, May 3 — Co!. W- H. Gilder, 
who, with Lieut. Schwatka, won fame in 
bringing hack from the Northern regions 
information respecting Franklin and his 
expedition, again proposes to mako a 
journey to the North, this time at the head 
of a party to make a magnetic survey of 
the region immediately surrounding the 
Northern magnetic pole. 

A Fighting Take. 

WlLKESBARRK, Pa., May. — Sporting men 
from all over tho Btute gathered h. re, this 
morning, to witness tho Jester-McCarthy 
fight. Jester is the light weight champion 
of Ohio, McCarthy is from Philadelphia. 
Considerable money wus put up at first, but 
thia morning a suspicion that the light was 
not all right waa aroused, and all bets were 
declared off. Jester being cornered, ad- 
mitted that it had been arranged ho waa to 
win. 

Chinese Exclusion BUI. 

WASHINGTON, May 3. — The conference re- 
port on the Chinese exclusion bill was 
agreed to in the Scnato today by a vote of 
30 to 15. All the Pacific coast Senators 
voted in the affirmative. 

A Hanged Anarchist. 

Pittsiiuro, Pa., May 3— Joseph Spell- 
mayer, tho anarchist, who was yesterday 
arrested for delivering a wild speech to a 
crowd in tho street, was found hanging in 
his coll in tho police station this morning. 

Anarchist Literature. 

St. Petersburg, May 3. —Anarchist 
pamphlets blaming the Czar and tho govern- 
ment for tho famine aud misery now pre- 
vailing in parts of the empire uro largely in- 
creasing in circulation, much to the annoy- 
ance of tho court and govornment, A re- 
ward of 100,000 roubles has been offered for 
tho arrest of the wrirers, printers or dis- 
seminators of tho inflammatory publica- 
tions.

An Important Council Jleetiug'- 
Variety of Interesting Mat- 
ters Discussed. 



Tlie Meat Quarantine .Matter— An In- 
vitation From the United 
Empire Trade League. 



Yesterday tho regular monthly meeting of 
the Board of Trade council was held in the 
Bank of B.C. building. There were present 
Vice-President Flumerfelt (in tho chair) and 
Messrs. A. B. Gray. R. Warde, C. E. Kcnouf, 
XV. F. Bullen, G. Leiser, H. ST. Hcistcrman. D. 
It. Ker, and 15. A. McQuado. 

Tho resolution of tho Vancouver Board of 
Trado with reference to the bonusing vessels 
of COO tons and over built in tho province came 
up for the third time. The secretary reported 
that he bad not yet received a reply to his 
communication to Vancouver, asking for 
further particulars, and tho resolution was 
tiled. 

A letter was read from Col. Howard \ incest, 
M.P., inviting tho delegnto who might In- 
chosen to represent the Board tit the lioard of 
Trade congress, to represent the Hoard also at 
tho convention of the United Empire Trado 
League to be held in London at the same time. 
'I ]>'• list of subjects to be discussed is as 
follows:— 

A discussion on the productive capacity of 
Canada, Australia, South Africia, India. Cey- 
lon, West indies, and other British colonies 
anil dependencies. 

A discussion also on meat, fish, sugar, cotton, 
wool, timber, tobacco, wine, and other articles 
required by the Mother Country and grown in 
British Colonies, and now obtained in a largo 
ratio from foreign countries instead of from 
within the Empire. 

"Also the advisability of a preferential basis 
or trade on mutually advantageous terms." 

The delegate was also invited by tho writer 
to the United Empire Trado banquet. 

A letter was read from Colontl Prior as 
follows : 

Ottawa, April 21. isq-j. 

Silt, — 1 beg to acknowledge tho receipt of 
your printed letter of the 26th March, in regard 
to resolutions pa sed by your Board, calling on 
tho representatives of British Columbia in the 
Dominion House to commenco to use their in- 
fluence to hare British Columbia declared ex- 
empt from the influence of the cattlu quaran- 
ino law. 

In reply, I would state that Mr. Earlo and 
myself, along with tho other British Columbia 
members, waited on the Hon, Mr. Abbott, and 
expressed our views very strongly in respect to 
this matter. Mr. Abbott, however, proved to 
us that it was a question that affected the 
whole of the cattle trade of Canada, as they 
undoubtedly showed from Knland, that unless 
tho whole of Canada was strictly quarantined, 
tho Imperial Government would not allow nnv 
live stock to bu shipped to that country. As 
the cattle trade is of immense importance to 
the country, we did not feel justified in unduly 
pressing our opinion. Wo still think that if 
tho matter had boon properly placed before 
tho English public, they might, havo boon 
brought to seo that British Columbia was not 
in the same position as tho rest of the Domin- 
ion, but we aro also aware that Lo have ilono 
this would havo taken lime, and, before that 
time had expired, Canadian cattlo might havo 
been shut out of tho market. As it. is now, Can- 
ada is the only country in tho world that iB al- 
lowed to send live stock into Englmid.

VANCOUVER'S VOYAGE. 

To THK EDITOR! — Tho othor day you pub- 
lished an interesting account of tho discovery 
of Esquimault and Victoria harbours by Cap- 
tain Vancouver, It does not appear, however, 
on looking through "Vancouver's Voy..go," 
(published 1801), that cither of H. M. Phipa 
Discovery or Chatham ever visited the locali- 
ties referred 10. On tho 28th of Ap il, 1702, Cap 
tain George Vancouver, in command of II. M. 
sloou of wtir Discovery, and t he armed lender 
Chatham. Licit. -Commander VV.lt. Broughlon, 
entered the Straitsof Do Fucaforthe tlr. t time, 
and proceeding along the southern shore, or 
what is now the coast line of the stat e of Wash- 
ington, discovered and exp ored Paget Sound 
and adjacent inlets, and sailed north by way of 
the Straits of Georgia, no mention being made 
of any expedition to the north shore of the 
Straits of Fuca. Tho following circumstances 
in connection with his voyage are not, in all 
probability, generally known, and may prove 
interesting to many, as they occurred about 
ibis time KM) years ago, and concern features of 
I lie country with which wo aro all familiar. 
Mount Baker was discovered on the iioth of 
April, 1792, by Joseph Baker, third lieutenant 
of the Dl- co very, and named after him. On 8th 
of May Port Townsend was dis- 
covered and named In honor of the Marquis 
of that name; the same day the stupendous 
snow-clad mass forming Ml. Rainier was ob- 
served by the voyagers, and recolvi d its name 
from Rcar-Admirul Rain'or, a friend of Van- 
couver. Pugot Sound was discovered and ex 
plored by Peter Puget, Second Lieutenant of 
the sloop, and was named after him on the 
26th of May. Burrard Inlet was discovered on 
the 11th of June, and was named 'Hurrard's 
Channel," after Sir Harry Burrard, of the 
navy. 

On the 4th of September, in the sanio year 
(1702), Captain Vancouver, while at Nootka 
Sound, in the company of Senor Quadra, 
named what is now called Vancouver Island, 
the island of "Quudra and Vancouver," of 
which incident the following is an account in 
the great navigator's own words: "Senor 
Quadra had very earno-tly requested that I 
would name some port or island after us both, 
to commemorate our meeting and the very 
friendly intercourse that had taken placo and 
subsisted between us. Conceiving no spot so 
proper for this denomination as the plane 
where we had first met. which was nearly in 
the centre of a tract of land that had first been 
circumnavigated by us. forming the south- 
western side of the Gulf of Georgia and the 
.southern side of Johnstone's Straits and Queen 
Charlotte's Sound, I named that country the 
Island of Quadra and Vancouver, with which 
compliment he seemed highly pleased."

I'cmnlo SufTriisc lu Knglnml. 

New York, May 2. — In his London let- 
ter to the Tribune, G. W. Smalley aays : 
It has been usual with the advocates of 
female suffrage to treat it as a political 
question. It is political on the face of it, 
but is essentially far more social than poli- 
tical. The political phase of it is only pre- 
liminary. Tho effect on society will not be 
seen till tho experiment has been tried, if 
it ever should be, on a great scale, when it 
would be seen that no question ot the day 
goes so deep. The woman suffrage party is 
thought to have won a moral victory in the 
House of Commons, on Wednesday. It ex- 
pected to be beaten by 50 of a majority, 
and was, in fact, beaten only by 2'.i. De 
feat, if not so set ions as expected, is now- 
a-days a moral victory. Various explana- 
tions are given of this vote, but most of 
them tiro mere conjecture. Gladstone's let- 
tor was to have overthrown the partisans of 
female voting. Unluckily, on this as on 
other questions, Gladstone's followers de- 
sert him when it suits their convenience. 
They do not hold themselves bound, it would 
seem, to pay him even the honvgc due to 
his services, his abilities, bis admitted 
chieftainship and bis unquestioned ascend- 
ancy to the councils and conduct of the 
once united party. The spirit of loyalty' in 
forgotten, discipline is relaxed and mutin- 
ies occur every few days. 

Another Earthquake In Hawaii. 

San Francisco, May 3. — Advices by the 
stoainer Australia, which arrived at noon 
to-day from Honolulu, state that Admiral 
Brown, of the U.S. S. Sau Francisco, fell 
down stairs on April 20 and severely in- 
jured his left leg. He will bo confined to 
his bed for about a month. A severe earth- 
quake shock was felt on the island of Maui, 
on April 22. It caused no damage. 

Smallpox Anions Indians. 

Sax Diego, May 3. — A few days ago, a 
case of smallpox was discovered in an Indian 
village near San Luis Roy, in the interior of 
this county. Strict quarantine has been 
maintained ever since and the Indians sup- 
ported at the county's expense. The county 
physician concluded to go up and destroy 
the infected camp last night, to do away 
with any possibility of the contagion spread- 
ing. He left on the afternoon train, and 
will burn the wickiups to-day. They are 
worth probably S."jOO, and the county will 
reimburse the Indians for the property de- 
stroyed. 

Anarchism In Hyde Park. 

LONDON, May 2. — The Anarchists held an 
improvised meeting in Hyde Park to-day. 
Louise Michel and otheri spoke, but failed 
to attract much atUntion. John Burns 
succeeded in avoiding what threatened to 
become a serious disturbance. A wagon 
about to enter Hyde Park was stopped at 
the entrance by tho police. Tho occupants 
insisted upon tho right to enter. The 
crowd in the rear began pushing the 
vehicle forward, and would certainly have 
overpowered the police in a few moments 
and provoked a conflict. Ju3t then Burns 
came up and seizing the horses heads turned 
them otf in the direction indicated by the 
police. 

Fleming lu Gambia. 

London, May 3. — A telegram from the 
British West African colony of Gambia re- 
ceived at the war office, says a British force, 
consisting of f>0 marines and 300 troops, had 
captured Loniatabi after a spirited defense. 
Captain Roberts, of the First West India 
regiment was killed, and three others of the 
British forces were also severely wounded. 
The enemy's loss was heavy. 

KcIIsIoim Teaching In Schools. 

London, May 2. — The Home correspon- 
dent of the Chronicle says the Pope iius con- 
firmed the decision of the Propaganda, in 
favor of the plan advocated by Archbishop 
Ireland, allowing American Catholic schools 
to be taught by state teachers. Religious 
instruction will bo given after school hours, 
the object being to relieve the Catholics 
of tho burden and expense of separate 
schools. 

%'nvnl Expenditures In France.

Floods In tlic Tjrol. 

Vienna, May 2. — Heavy snows have 
fallen in Pusthcrthal, and now incessant 
rains aro melting tho snow and a great 
quantity of water is loosening the side of 
one of the surrounding mountains, which 
threatens a landslide of disastrous conse- 
quences. The whole side of tho mountain 
appears to bo moving, and the debris is 
damming the river Trave. It is feared tho 
water will overflow tho banks und do im- 
mense damage. 

Rosso-Jewish Exodus. 

BERLIN, May 1.— Rev, Mr. Francis, pas- 
tor of the American church at St. Peters- 
burg, passed through yesterday en route to 
London, worn out by exertions in behalf of 
the famine sufferers. He says smallpox 
and typhus are making fearful ravages in 
Russia, and unless strong precautions aro 
taken those diseases will spread over 
Western Europe, The emigration of Rus- 
iun Poles, chiefly to the United States, is 
rapidly growing heavier. The augmenta- 
tion is attributed not only to agricultural 
depression, but to general fear that a war 
with Russia is inevitable sooner or later. 

Uelcaso of Mrs, Oaliornc. 

London, May 1. — Mrs. Florence Ethel 
Osborne, who was sentenced to nine months' 
imprisonment for the theft of pearls from 
her friend, Mrs. Hargreaves, and subsequent 
perjury in connection with a libel suit, wus 
to-day released from prison upon tho order 
of Home Secretary Matthew's. Captain 
Osborne met his wife at the prison and con- 
ducted her to the residence of his parents. 

Aberdeen and the Northern Fai l lie. 

ABERDEEN, April 30. — The Property- 
Owners' committee has raised, toward pay- 
ing for right-of-way and depot grounds for 
the Northern Pacific railroad through the 
city, among themselves, §17,000. Further 
subscriptions will be taken up • among tho 
citizens. 

Ke'.ier Tor Russia. 
New Yokk, May 2. — The S.S. Tynehcad, 
laden with flour and grain, for the relief of 
the Buffering Russian peasants, which cargo 
was obtained through tho efforts of the Red 
Cross Society, sailed this afternoon. The 
vessel will go direct to St. Petersburg and 
unload at the mo3t convenient port, for 
shipment to the famine district. 

Bomb Throwers ArrcHteil. 

Liege, May 2. — Six anarchists have been 
arrested here charged with complicity in 
the riots and bomb throwing yesterday. 
Their houses were found to contain revolu- 
tionary literature and chemicals used in the 
manufacture of explosives.

FREEDOM OF SPEECH. 

It will be observed that the May-day cele- 
brations in London were peaceable. The 
immense multitude that met in Hyde Park 
wu3 law-abiding. There were no troop3 
near to hold them in awe, and it does not 
appear as if there were more policemen in 
the Park than were sufficient to keep those 
forming the crowds from hurting each other. 

It will be observed, too, that there was 
perfect freedom of speech. Every speaker, 
whether socialist, communist or anarchist, 
could say pretty much what he pleased. 
There was no intimidation of any kind. 
The advocates and representatives of labor 
had, of course, the right to speak freely, 
and they, no doubt, availed themselves of 
their privilege. It is remarkable that the 
only man. who attempted to check an 
anarchist declaimer was a navvy, who bo- 
longs to what is considered the roughest 
and most unruly class of workingmen. This 
navvy, when he heard the anarchist saying 
what he knew was untrue, and what was, 
besides, a reflection ou the wives and 
daughters of workingmen, took the orator 
by the leg and pulled him off the platform 
and, with the aid of the approving 
crowd, hustled him out of 
harm's way, This is characteristic 
of tho British people. They are free 
enough in giving expression to their opin- 
ions, and in ventilating their grievances, 
but it is seldom that they will listen to the 
man who counsels violence or says what 
they know to be outrageously untrue. The 
British people ure not afraid of free speak- 
ing, and consequently free speaking rarely 
does harm in the British Islands. On the 
Continent, even in Republican France, tho 
policeman is everywhere to note what men 
say, and the soldier is not far off in times 
of popular excitement. When the Anar- 
chist goes beyond the bounds of decency in 
France, it is not the crowd that rebukes 
and silences him, but the policeman, and if 
he cannot keep the meeting within what he 
considers proper bounds, he quickly calls in 
the soldier to his aid. The consequence of 
this repression is that the dangerous class is 
a hundred times more numerous in tho 
much-governed countries of Europe than it 
is in Great Britain, or in any other country 
in which speech is free. The spectacle of 
350,000 people in Hyde Park without a sin- 
gle soldier to keep theili in order is ono 
■which thinking men of Continental Europe 
must wonder at and admire. 

ST. ANANIAS. 

Tho Columbian, with characteristic cour- 
tesy, says of tho COLOSIST: "If our con- 
temporary wasn't a wretched serf, it would 
have followed its better inclinations and 
supported the publishers of the Columbian 
for tho ' manly and courageous stand they 
took in defence of the freedom of the 
■press. ' " 

The Columbian may yet bo convinced that 
it was because wo followed our "better in- 
clinations" that wo did not support the 
publishers of the Columbian when they pur- 
sued a course which they themselves showed 
was wholly unjustifiable. We know that 
those newspaper men who havo made 
Ananias their patron saint have for their 
motto, " When you tell a lie stick to it," 
but wo could never see that their principle 
was in accordance with either good morals 
or sound policy. But this is the principle 
on which the publishers of tho Columbian 
are acting, and it is, we sec, tho principle 
of -which tho Times approves. 

If the strictures of the Columbian on tho 
course pursued by tho Private Bills Com- 
mittee were fair, or ' anything like fair; if 
they had not contained accusations against 
its members, which the Columbian docs not 
attempt to provo and which no other news- 
paper ventures to repoat, we would, even if 
wo did notagrco with it, have opposed to 
tho utmost any attempt on the part of tho 
Legislative Assembly to restrict their right 
to criticise it, Wta and those of its mem- 



bers. But our "hotter inclinations" would 
not permit us to back it up in sticking to 
tho lies it had published. 

As it was, we, from the very first, plain- 
ly and distinctly stated that it would bo 
tho best policy for tho Assombly to allow 
tho very objectionable article to go un- 
noticed. Wo beliovod that it was not 
worth the House's while to pay the slight- 
est attention to it, and that to call the Ken- 
nedys to the bar of tlie House would give 
them and their paper an importance that 
they did not deserve. 

This is the position we took; we believe it 
to be the right one, and it is certainly not 
the ono which a "serf " would take. It is, 
too, very easily understood because it is 
the one that nearly every decent man in 
tho community is obliged to take when he 
is assailed by persons who, either from their 
insignificance or their bad character, aro 
not worth noticing. The man who holds a 
controversy with every fool or every black- 
guard who takes it into his head to be either 
insulting or impertient, is not in private 
lifo considered wise. 

This then is the short and long of the 
whole matter, — tho Columbian's extrava- 
gantly libellous article was, in our opinion, 
not worth noticing, and we did not con- 
sider that the interests of tho press required 
the Colonist to aid the publishers of the 
Columbian in contending for tho right to 
publish accusations which they must havo 
known were groundless, against public mm. 



PESSIMISTIC. 



There have always been men in the world, 
and good men too, who looked on the dark 
side of things, and who took a kind of 
gloomy pleasure in dwelling on the crimes, 
the faults, and the weaknesses of tho men 
of their day and generation. If they were 
to be believed, the world, from tho very 
earliest times, has been hastening to 
destruction, and men and women have been 
altogether bad. But the world, neverthe- 
less, has continued to exist, and, let us 
hope, to improve, and although there are 
some very bad people in it, there aro among 
its inhabitants, after all, a large number of 
very decent men and women, who aro kind 
and neighborly, and who are ready, even at 
some little sacrifice, to help their neighbors 
and to lend a hand in the furtherance of 
good works of one kind and another. 

Tho Presbyterian Synod of Hamilton and 
London fell, the other day, into a pessimis- 
tic mood. Its members looked so long and 
so closely at what is bad in tho country, 
that they apparently forgot that any good 
exists. They said in their report : 

"Society is broken into fragments, one 
part bristling against another because of the 
intense selfishness with which so many are 
actuated. Class combines against class in 
the way of self-protection or self-aggran- 
dizement, utterly regardless of the effects 
produced by the actions of one upon the 
other. Our country is at present cursed and 
dishonored by political corruption. It is 
carried on so systematically that it might be 
classed as one of the line arts. Satan's in- 
sinuation against Job that he was bribed or 
bought was a base lie, but even the father 
of lies would for once tell tho truth if he 
should now say that many in our land can 
be bribed and bought, and he might safely 
include in the statement constituencies and 
provinces." 

This is a dismal picture, indeed, yet the 
good men who drew up, and the good men 
who approved this report live with tolerable 
comfort in this society which is broken into 
fragments, and in which intense selfishness 
appears to be the prevailing principle. 
They have kind friends and good 
neighbors who are not so absorbed 
in themselves as wholly to negleot 
their social duties. They havo seen 
that when misfortune overtakes a man 
many who were considered col;! and regard- 
less of how those around them were getting 
on, were the very first to come forward to 
lend a helping hand. In no age of the 
world were men so ready to succor the dis- 
tressed aud to help the helpless as they are 
in this our day. And Canadians do not 
differ from the men of other civilized coun- 
tries in this respect. 

There are, it is true, class antagonisms in 
this country and in every other, but, at 
the same time, men are getting nearer to 
each other than ever they were before. 
Men's sympathies were never so wide as 
they are now and never before were men so 
ready to put themselves in the places of 
others to find out how they feci and what 
they have to complain of. Toleration of 
all kinds has become very wide. "Come let 
us reason together" is now what men whose 
interests clash or appear to clash, say to 
each other, and they are reasoning. There 
is no talk now of putting down those wdio 
complain of their lot in life with a strong 
hand, they are not even asked to be con- 
tented with it, but they are encouraged to 
do what they can to better themselves. 
This all-prevailing selfishness of which the 
Synod complains is not by any means a new 
thing. The rev. gentlemen if they 
reflect will see that it existed in all times 
and in all states of society and often in more 
hateful and more torrible form than wo now 
sco it. 

There is certainly too much political 
corruption in tho country and it is not 
confined to ono province or to ono class; 
but it should bo remembered that 
thero are very many who aro 
not tainted with it, and wdio are detonninod 
to punish those who practise it. Tho indig 
nation against t ho Ottawa bondlers was 
general. Public opinion condemned those 
who committed corrupt acts, and those who 
wore even suspected of committing such 
acts. Tho determination shown by tho 
Abbott Government to punish tho corrup- 
tionists, no matter what position they 
occupiod or what political influenco they 
wielded, strengthened it wonderfully in tho 
country and caused it to como trium- 
phantly out of tho late electoral ooutests. 
Tho signal way in which tho boodlers of 
Quebec wore punished should convinco the 
members of tho Synod that tho popular 



heart is sound, and that corruption, general 
as it is and much as it is to bo deplored, is 
not so deoply rooted or so widespread as 
thoy seem to fear. 

The admiration felt aud expressed for 
Alexander Mackenzie, the honest politician, 
is another good sign. 

Wo noed not remind gontlemen of such 
intelligence as are tho members of tho 
Hamilton aud London Synod that it is not 
so very long ago that corruption was rife in 
tho Mother Country, and that it was an 
English statesman who said that "every 
man has his price," end acted upon tho 
immoral principle contained in the apo- 
thegm. Yet to-day political corruption is 
almost altogether unknown in Great 
Britain, and to bo even suspected of being 
corrupt would bo sure political death for 
tho ablest and most popular statesman in 
iu the Three Kingdoms. 



SOMETHING TO THINK OVER. 

We trust that Iho City Council will not 
pass tho resolution of which Alderman 
Lovell has given notico. It is not any part 
of the Council's duty to censure the judi- 
ciary. Mr. Samuel drier had every chanco 
given him to show that ho had been 
"harshly" or unfairly treated. The judges 
decided against his appeal, and thoy, ,no 
doubt, are more competent to decide on tho 
merits of the case than tho members of 
the City Council. Tho councillors as 
private citizens may, without much impro- 
priety, sign a petition to tho Governor- 
General begging him to remit tho whole or 
part of Samuel Greer's sentence ; but it 
would be most unseemly in them, as a cor- 
porate body, to condemn the action, not of 
one judge, but of tho whole Bench of 
judges. The Councillors, when they come 
to consider tho matter, will, no doubt, see 
that it would be highly improper in thorn to 
interfere iu tho way that Mr. Lovell pro 
poses with the administration of justico in 
tho province.

tirecn Goods. 

Some short time ago circulars were sent 
to several parties in Victoria from a New 
York dealer in "green goods" in the hope of 
establishing an agency in this city. The 
par ticulars of the case were duly published 
in the Colonist at the time, and the expos- 
ure of the fraud no doubt prevented any 
Victorian from engaging in the business. 
One of the counterfeiters has just been 
caught in New York through a clever piece 
of detective work on the part of Sam Wall, 
formerly city editor of the Tacoma Ledger. 
Wall is now on the editorial stall' of.lhe 
Boston Post. One of the printers on that 
paper received a circular from the " green 
goods dealer " in New York and handed it 
to Wall. The latter commenced corres- 
pondence with the swindlers under the 
printer's name, went to New York, ar- 
ranged all the preliminaries by pretending 
to be very green himself, bought fit, 000 of 
the supposed counterfeit greenbacks for 
$300, paid for them in good money which 
was marked beforehand, and after the swin- 
dler had the money in his pocket he was at 
a given signal handed over to the detectives. 



Chinese Crossing. 

During the debate on the Geary Chi- 
nese exclusion bill, Senator Squire, chair- 
man of the sub-committee appointed by 
Congress to investigate the Chinese ques- 
tion, said: "The evidence of the deputy 
collectors is that about fiO Cliinese go into 
the United States by way of British Co- 
lumbia each week in violation of tho re- 
striction act. The number of Chinese in 
British Columbia seems not to have in- 
creased. It has been stated to mo by a 
person high in official position in Victoria 
that there are about (3,000 Chinese now in 
the province of British Columbia, of which 
about 3,000 reside in the city of Victoria. 
They have some means of knowing tho num- 
ber of Chinese by reason of imposition of 
the school tax of g!i per head annually, and 
the Chinese who are miners pay a tax of 
55 annually to tho government. Thus, it 
seems that the government of British Co- 
lumbia is making a nice little revenue out 
of this business; and the United States is 
tho market. Of course, tho steamship 
lines from China to British Columbia get 
tho benefit of tho passage money. Thero 
seems to be established a regular business 
of transporting tho Chinese from Victoria to 
the United States.

at Eldorado. 



Recent Discoveries— Mines Exceeding 
■in Richness Anything- Yet Pros- 
pected on the Continent. 



J. H. Yates, who hails from Eldorado City, 
Slocan Lake, arrived on tho City of Kingston, 
last evening, and is at tho New York. Ho has 
come to Victoria for Lhe purpose of interview- 
ing tho Government regarding! some of tho 
argent needs of the .Slocan country. Since tho 
opening of spring, from ono thousand to lifteen 
hundred people havo passed up tho trail from 
tho mouth of tho Slocan rivor to Slocan luko, 
where boats aro taken for Eldorado, at the 
mouth of Carpenter creek. Tho distance is 
altogether »2 miles. Tho trip is made in two 
days. The cost of freight from the railroad to 
Eldoradj is 6} cents per pound. Passengers 
from the foot of tho lake to Eldorado aro 
charged from $3 to $5 apiece, Including bag- 
gage. When Mr. Yates left thirty buildings 
had been erected; and preparations were being 
made for many more. These buildings have 
been erected on lots which have boon staked 
oil' in blocks 300 feet long, with GO foot streets, 
which they hope will be adopted by tho Gov- 
ernment surveyors. It is urgent that the town 
site survey should bo made as quickly as possi- 
ble, for matters at present aro in a state of con- 
fusion. Many people are awaiting the survey 
to begin building. Some of the structures 
already erected have cost $2,000. As there is 
no lumber t h' so havo been built w Ith logs. .Mr. 
Yates hopes to nuke arrangements for timber 
liml's, so thai ho can put in a saw mill to sup- 
ply th« new town with lumber A steamer CO 
fo -t long is being built on the lake, tho men 
who are building it whip-sawing the lumber for 
this purpose. 

A good many think that llio season is loo 
oarly in which to prospect. Mr. Yates thinks 
otnerwice, tor I here are mai y places to pros- 
poet below t ho snow lino. Several good ledges 
have been located on Slocan river i: nil on the 
lake, the former assaying from SKS.i to S.VJ.1 pel- 
ton. 

Mr. Yates is authority for tho statement that 
Denver Parties arc prepared to pay $500,000 for 
the .Noble Five group of mines if they prove to 
bo as represented. -Miners wdio hare been at 
the best mines in Colorado and Idaho, and who 
wi re in at the mines last fall, state that they 
Will exceed in richness anything yet discov- 
ered on the continent. 

Mr, Yates snys it is the general belief 
that Iildarado will bo the headquarters of sup- 
plies for these mines, especially If a railway 
Is built from the north through tho Slocan lake 
and river country to a .junction with tho Co- 
lumbia & Kootonay Railway. The townsltols 
a beautiful one, rising gently from the shore of 
the lake. The snow is at present from six I o 
eight fecL deep on tho discoveries of last full, 
which aro situated near lhe summit. It will 
be tho middle of May or first Of Juno before 
they will be uncovered. Tho snow is now go- 
ing away very rapidly. 

All along the line Mr. Yates met people 
hurrying to the Kootenay minoa, anionic them 
men of capital, prepared to purchase mining 
properties. He expects that fully 15,000 people 
will visit tho mines during tho season.

First and foremost como tho estimates for 
1S92, a littlo Inter in tho year than, perhaps, 
evor boforo, but still, furnishing food for a long 
debate. Another financial subject to bo dis- 
posed of to night, concerns tho bank over-draft, 
and unpaid accounts of former Councils, which 
have been endorsed by the Finance committee,

Yesterday afternoon tho big schooner Willie 
McGowan arrived in port, ilvo months out 
from Sydney* Capo Breton. Captain Daley, 
her skipper, gives out that her trip has been 
one of no extraordinary interest, tho only inci- 
dent of any Importance being when her foro 
rigging and head stays were carried away in a 
terrible gale that struck her ootweon the River 
Platto and the Straits of Magellan. The 
storm blow heavily from the southwest, and 
was accompanied by high seas, lasting from 
the 12th to the 1 1th of February. On the Uth 
Bhe called in at Good Success Bay, and three 
days af terwaids co> tinned her course, her sails 
having been repaired in the meantime. Tho 
Captain says that, ho never sailed in abetter 
vessel, and that all through the trip alio be- 
haved splendidly. From the time of rounding 
Cape Horn she pot into fair weathor, and in 
19 ueg. 31 min. north fell In with the ship Duii- 
donald, from Swansea, for 'Frisco, coal-laden. 
Tho Willio McUowan is about tho largest 
schooner of the scaling fleet, being 1 la tm.s reg- 
ister. She is eight years old, and was built at 
Shelburne, U. S. Her owners are Messrs, W. 
H Mooro & Co.. of Sydney, who also run the 
Annie C. Moore. Mr. Moore, who has boon 
here somo weeks, met the vessel on her arrival. 

Steamer Costa Rica arrived at San Francisco 
yesterday from Departure Bay, and tho ship 
W. F. Babcoek. from N'anaimo. 

Sto'imcr Walla Walla cleared from San 
Francisco for Victoria and tho Wellington, for 
Nanaimo. 

The following report of hercruiso just, com- 
pleted is furnished by one of the olilcers of tho 
U.S. revenue atoamor Corwin : "Sailed from 
l'ort Townsend March 30, arriving at Victoria 
the Bamoduyand sailing at :i p.m. Arrived 
thnt night at Ncah Bay. Remained all tho 
next day, engaging two canoes with two In- 
dians In each canoe for tho purpose of catching 
seals. At S a.m. of April I, sailed for tho North. 
YVhnn an opportnnity presented forscaling. the 
canoes were lowered and some seals caught. 
These were opened and their stomachs ex- 
amined with a view of ascertaining what they 
fed on, this part of tin. work being attended to 
by Mr. Alexander, of tho fish commission 
steamer Albatross. On April I, when Hearing 
Dixon entrance, the Corwin was overtaken by 
a severe blow, causing tho loss of all the boats 
on the port side. Un April arrived at Silka. 
On the 8th, we put to eea for tho purpose of 
sealing. At Sitka, left Captain I Lavender, 
United States special treasury agent, as well as 
tho captain's clerk, James Potter, to obtain as 
ninny aflhUvits as possible on habits of the 
seals, manner of killing, otc. Spoke the Briti.-h 
schooner Walter A. Harlo, of Victoria, with 11(1 
sealskins. On April 10, spoke the American 
schooner Clara Scaling and American hark 
Bounding Billow, nearly four months out from 
San Francisco, whaling, but no catch. On 
April 11, arrived at Sitka and took coal. On 
April hi, loft Silka, passing through Peril 
straits, and arrived at Juneau April 14." 

Tho Umatilla sailed for San Francisco yes- 
terday morning carrying a good freight; the 
following passengers from Victoria- H. L. 
Read and wife, li. Franklin, Mons Lo Croix, 
Mrs. Krad, Paul Higglns, Miss Jean Ray, Mrs, 
S. ti. Chamberlain and two children. 

The Government. Bteamer Qun is making 
preparations for her trip to Behring Sea with 
Professor Macoun. She may sail on Friday. 

The second large boiler for the new steamer 
Joan was transferred from the Albion Iron 
Works to Sprutts' wharf, yesterday. It may bo 
placed in position to day. 

Tho schooner Dora Seiward was anchored off 
Esquimau harbor, yesterday. 

The schooner Saucy Lass has not as yet been 
sot afloat. 

So far I ho merchandise brought by the hark 
Lizzie Hello has come out in good condition. 

[{.M.S. Nympheis expected toarrivo daily 
from Barclay Sound. She, with tho Daphne, 
will no doubt be one of the vessels ordered to 
Behring Sea. The time of their departure is 
uncertain, but it is thought it will he sometime 
towards the end of July. 

At present II. M.S. Melpomene which is now 
in company with several other war vessels in 
Esquimau harbor, is the guard ship of the 
station. She. with tho Wnrspite nnd Champ- 
ion, will remain in port until after tho 24th 
inst., but their future movements aro not 
known.

DURING jTHE WAR. 

Strange Story of a Murder Committed fit 
Cincinnati over 25 Years Aro. 

CINCINNATI, May 2. — An investigation is 
being mado of a story told by Mrs. Jennie 
Britton, a resectable colored woman, who 
resides near Maineville, this country. A 
few nights ago, hearing tho recital of a re- 
cent and mysterious murder, she thought- 
lessly said : " I know of a worse murder 
than that and it was never found out." 
She refused to say moro for some time, but 
after some importuning she told the Btory. 
She said thut years ago she was employ- 
ed to clean the rooms in a Cincinnati bagnio 
kept by ono Mattie Wagner. One day a 
Federal officer was in the room of 
a girl named alollio. He was par- 
tially intoxicated and had a large 
roll of money in his hands. 
Next morning, when Mrs. Britton went 
into tho cellar she saw the dead body of the 
man she had seen tho day before. The 
landlady urged her to bo quiet, or she, with 
the rest of the inmates of the house, would 
bo arrested. Mrs. liritlon went homo and 
never returned to the house. 

On being brought in by a detective she 
pointed out a house on Plum street which 
she says is tho house. On investigation it 
has been proved that Mattie Wagner did 
live there at that time, and had with her a 
girl named Mollio who answers Mrs. Brit- 
ton's description. Mattie Wagner is dead, 
but Mollie, who was in hot- house, has been 
located in Chicago, where she is doing time 
in the workhouse for drunkenness. There 
is no clue to tho officer's identity or what 
became of the body.

Outwitting the Russian Authorities. 

New York, May 3.— By unexpected and 
certain unforseeu action the Russian diplo- 
matic representatives and the agents of the 
Russian police in this country have nipped 
the bud of one of the best laid plans to elude 
the vigilance of the authorities of that 
empire that has been heard of for some 
time. The plan was for a woman, a strong 
sympathiser with Socialism and other 
vigorous political theories, not favored by 
the Russian authorities, to go to St. 
Petersburg as an American envoy to tho 
National Red Cross, which is laboring 
among »he peasants of Samara. The woiiian 
in ([iiostion is Mrs. Theophila Kraetncr, tlio 
wife ot Felix Kraemer, the trusted employe of 
the firm of Steinway .t Shoner. Mrs. 
Kraemer is a tall and beautiful woman. 
She is graceful in manner and has u pnrsomd 
magnetism which is powerful in influencing 
tho men from whom she desires to obtain 
concessions, A Polo by birth, she speaks 
Russian as fluently as she does English. 
She got into the good graces of the Red 
Cross people, who agreed to send her with a 
grain laden ship tc Russia, and once there, 
she would no doubt have done good service 
for her associates the Nihilists. The Russian 
police warned the Red Cross Socioty, but 
Mrs. Kraemer hud already secured her pass- 
port. It is said sho has gone to Russia.
